As a result of last week's
Poultry ,Ranch Merit Award
judging, 59 poultrymen
throughout Los Angeéles Coun-
ty earned the right to display
the much coveted Farm Bureau
“Award of Merit” sign sym-
bolic of neat, attractive and
sanitary poultry ranches.

Sponsored by the Poultry
Department of the Los Angeles
County Farm Bureau, this vol-
untary public relations pro-
gram started three years ago
with a dual purpose in mind.

First, it calls attention to the
poultrymen of the desirability
and importance of blending in
with the modern community
which in most cases has sprung
up around his ranch long after
his ranch was established. No

Financing of
thése signs has been largely
through the generous coopera-
tion of allied industries such
as hatcheries, feed mills and
stores, and poultry equipment
suppliers. Their support has
been a big factor in the suc-
cess of this program,

Judging is done by a 8-man
team of unbiased people who
are not directly associated with
the poultry industry, and con-
sisting of a representative of
the county health department
or bureau of vector control; a
local newspaper or radio repre-
sentative; and a representative
from a Chamber of Commerce
of service club in the area.
